TRE GERMAN. COMMERCIAL | 
* MISSION. 


The German. Trade Commission is now 
making Kobe its centre of operations, and D1. 
Kaappe, the German Consul at Canton, who fs 
personally conducting the Commission, has bean 
fotervlewed by the Aobs Chrondcls, trom which 
we take the following ;— - 

The genilemen composing the Commisston, 
Dre. Knappe sald, azo representative business 
mes selected from virloas paits of Germany, 
Two devote thelr attention to raw allk ; one to’ 
allk pleca goods + one ta wool; one to colton; 
ona to metals and machinery ; one to leather; 
one {fs an economi ad we may add that In 
addition there is Dr, Roappe, whose general 
knowledge, as 2 Consul, of the nature of Far 
Eastern trade is, of coarse, of great value In 
dbectlng the vatlous Commissioners in thete 
{avestigaiions, The Commission arrived Io 
Honogkong-on March oth, whence De. Knappe 
took them to Canton, Frori the lalter place, 
where wotk was commenced, they went to 
Shanghai, the approach of the hot weather 
making {t{mpradent for theni at that lime to 

vish tha Ssathern rorts of China and the Wert 
‘River, But these places will be visited after the 
Commission bave completed thelr work in Japan, 

From Shanghal the Commission wert ta 
Chefoo, Tientaln and Peking. Some of the 
members went on to Korea, while the others 
came on to Japan. Eventually the members 
who went to Korea rejoined the others at Yoko. 
hama, With Korea the Commltsloners wera 
greatly disappolated ; even Dr. Knsppe himself 
wat surprised. In Seoul they dtd not find a 
single shop where the total value of the goods 
would arrount to mech more than $15 Korea’ 
made a very poor Impression from a commercial 
point of view. ‘The atenery, was beautiful, and 
the soll looked fertile; the people too seemed to 
be industrfous; and Dr. Koappe thought that 
ifthe accounts In the newspapers af widespread 
“cqueezing” on. thepsrt of officials wera true, 
that would to some extent be an explanation of 
the absence of commercial enterprise. Ie fs the 
same In China, sald Dr. Knappe, and It [s hard. 
ly to be expected that any ong-whl commerce 
an loduitry on a large scale If be is certaln the 
Profits will go to some one else. Compared 
with the Koreans, the Chinese were cettalaly 
the most Indastrlogs, and as far ax the merchant 
clats 1s concerncd—comparatlvely « very small 
class—the forelgn merchants are quite satiafied 
with the way the Chinese deat with. them. 
They are hoocst and rellable as bu‘luess men, 
-and keep to the te. ns of thelr contracts, even
